I never knew that so many folks would get wound up by my comments that the 
817 was CW unfriendly. 


Doing any kind of performance CW (contesting, DX, what have you) is 
hindered by the very fact that the 817 lacks QSK. And the relay noise 
will drive you crazy. Perhaps I have a performance bent that is best 
suited by the K2. Don't know. Other folks diss'd the fact that it only 
had one cw filter and said most radios only have one. Perhaps the 
majority of low end radios do. But that generalization can only go so 
far. I look at my RAC/TAXC combo and note that, gee, I have positions for 
250Hz, 500HzZ and 1.5KHz for CW. Moving over to the TR7A I see the same. 
And gosh darn, if the FT-990 doesn't have a couple of CW filters as well. 
Except on very low end radios having multiple CW filters is the norm. 
Looking at my POS Icom 706 I see the same - one filter only for CW. 


And other than the SGC, I have not seen another radio that failed to have 
QSK until the 817. Loud clunky relays are not normally associated with 
performance cw radios. Note, that is why so many of the high performance 
amplifiers are also QSK. 


Face reality, the 817 is a compromise radio in almost every aspect. The 
argument has been made that it has VHF/UHF as its virtue. Actually that 
is why I bought it. But it lacks 222MHz and 1.2 GHz which I consider 
basic VHF/UHF bands. And if I can have them in my FT-736R which is much 
older why can't I have them in my 817? 


I never said the 817 was a crappy radio. I just said it was not CW 
friendly. Folks who do the bump and grind in the pileups and contests 
would be hard pressed not to agree. For casual QSOs it is plenty fine. 
(And yes Andy, if you are DX and control the frequency.) You pay your 
dollar and take your choice. I find the FT-817 makes an excellent SWL 
receiver on my bedroom nightstand. I just don't keep it in the shack 
because I have too many, better performing radios that I will use first. 
Not that I don't like my 817. Just a comment on how I use it among the 
other HF/VHF/UHF stations I have. 


And I will use it tomorrow when my wife bans me to the bedroom TV to watch 
the Packers. I will turn the volume on the TV down and listen to the play 
by play on the local AM radio station using the 817. Which is as it 
should be, the best tool for the task at hand.

I use the LINE PORTs (verses Microphone) between the radio and computer

If your radio and/or PC does not have a LINE port, then 
a simple resistor attenuator (shown in most PSK software HELP files) 
solves the "overload" problem, then also use soundcard software 

for fine tuning level setting control both for RX AND TX. 


I use a common SPST (dry contact) switch to short my radio PTT line to 
radio chassis (ground) for the "KEY" line.

I took the cover off the battery holder and got the holder out of 
the radio, and decided then and there that it's never going to be used! 
This is the worst part of the 817. I got the holder back in and the cover 
on and that is that. 


Last summer Radio Shack had a sale on 4.5 Amp-hour gel cells ina 
nice nylon carry case with a shoulder strap. It comes with a wall wort 1.5 
amp charger that will charge up the battery in about 12-15 hours. This 
battery has a standard cigar lighter socket on it. 


Since I got a device to convert a single cigar socket to 2 sockets 
at the Fort Tuthill QRP Hamfest, I took it apart and put the plug on the 
817, a socket on my noisy wall wort switching power supply and a socket on 
my 35 amp 13.8 volt supply for the shack. 


At home I use the shack supply. On the road I use the wall wort in 
the room and cigar lighter mobile. In the trailer it's got 7 sockets so 
just use the one nearby. Backpacking use the 4.5 Amp-hour battery.

I think he was referring to the FT-100D, which is a QRO ‘relative', close, 
but NOT the same as the FT-817. 


The 100D is pretty much continuous coverage from 100Khz to in the 
900Mhz (cell blocked, of course) multi-mode unit. The 817 is 'chunky' 
in it's coverage, and has some SERIOUS holes. (A backpacker radio 


that does not receive the US NOAA weather bands!) 


The 100D is by no means a 'portable' radio. (22Amps on tx! That's 
one heck of a backpack!) 


Still, if you want a QRP backpacker, the 817 is very hard to beat. 
That is, if you want a ‘backpacker’ with the capabilities of the 817. 
I have a K2, and for taking in (transporting) I don't think the 817 
comes close for HF. However, if I want 6M and up coverage 

(Including SSB!!!) then the 817 is a real standout! 


In fact, I'm still considering (and probably will) purchase the 817 soon 
just because it IS more of a ‘full feature backpacker' than anything 
else I can find, even with it's serious limitations. Like I said, it's 
the best 

for this, for now. Not as a replacement for the K2, but as a compliment. 
When I do a campout with the Boy Scouts for example, I can ‘hump 

in' the K2 and a gel-cell and set up in my tent for a period of operation. 
But ski trips where I want to be able to work a quickie contact at the 
top of the mountain just to see what I can do, the 817 is a tough rig 

to beat. Besides, if I fall on the K2 under my coat I'd probably get 
killed! The 817 would be a lot less dangerous!

Hi Karl, and others who wrote to me about this, 


All iambic keyers send alternating DOT-DASHes when BOTH paddles are held 
closed simultaneously. 


In Mode A, if BOTH paddles are released as a DOT is being sent, the DOT 
is completed, then keying stops. 


In Mode B, if BOTH paddles are released as a DOT is being sent, the DOT 
is completed, THEN A DASH IS ALSO AUTOMATICALLY SENT, then keying stops. 


In Mode A, if BOTH paddles are released as a DASH is being sent, the 
DASH is completed, then keying stops. 


In Mode B, if BOTH paddles are released as a DASH is being sent, the 
DASH is completed, THEN A DOT IS ALSO AUTOMATICALLY SENT, then keying 
stops. 


The mode that a person likes seems to be entirely determined by personal 
preference only. In my opinion, there's no speed or reduced paddle 
manipulation advantage for one mode over the other. Mode B allows the 
paddle to be released a little earlier when making some characters. By 
the same token it's easy to send an unwanted DOT or DASH if the paddle 
is held a little too long, since the paddle must be released before the 
last iambic DOT or DASH begins. On the other hand, if one gets used to 
Mode B, then a Mode A keyer will often result in missing the last iambic 
DOT or DASH. 


The best solution is to have any iambic keyer logic be selectable for 
the desired mode. 


Mode B seems to be more popular. The iambic keyer in the excellent 
Small Wonder Labs DSW-series is mode B only. I learned Mode A decades 
ago, so I usually have to return to the "single-paddle-slap" method of 
paddle manipulation to avoid extra DOTs when I use any of my three 
DSWs. My K1 has selectable modes, which really helps me a lot.

Has anyone used the MFJ-1026? I'd really appreciate hearing the 
pros and cons regarding results -- I suspect that this info 
will be a general interest to many QRP city dwellers on the list. 


I see in the MFJ ad that a second antenna is employed ina 

phasing system. Ed Hare at FDIM2001 commented that the MFJ-1026 
"can offer significant improvement under SOME circumstances." 

I gather from the ad that the MFJ-1026 noise null can be 60dB deep 


on any type of "noise or interference arriving from ANY SINGLE 
direction and wave angle." HMMMMmmmm. This suggests a quasi 
pin-point (isotropic) source at some considerable distance from 

my antenna. Ed's other comments include the note that the MFJ-1026 
has to be tweaked whenever the freq. moves a couple of kHz. This 
fits well with the ad's "single direction and wave angle." It's 

an extremely hi-Q "critical phasing" system. 


So, my situation raises doubts. 


The power line run N-S along the alley at the west back of my E-W 
lot. I have two 30m dipoles (oriented NW-SE and SW-NE at the 
height of the power lines) with the western ends tied to a mast 
that is approximately 90ft east of the power lines. 


The offending poles/transformers/hook-ups are the 4th and 5th 
poles to the north. This is the best I can pinpoint the problem 
with an AM walkman -- the noise is so strong that I can't do 
any better. Further, the noise propagates along the power lines 
5 or 6 poles in either direction and then noticeably begins 
diminishing. Ed mentioned that noise decreases can be detected 
at voltage nodes in the standing waves along the lines, and 
that phenomenon occurs here. Likewise by rotating my body, I 
can get a very good null at those areas as well as most places 
except under the poles withxmfrs and hook-ups. Similarly, 

the SW-NE dipole noise pickup is higher than on the NW-SE 
dipole -- a fair indication that phasing is doing a minor 

bit of improvement. 


Given the fact that the noise is not coming from a point source, 
but from a very long antenna running at 45-degrees relative to 
both dipoles, will the MFJ-1026, be likely to enhance the 

null that already occurs because of the different phase angle 
exhibited bythe dipoles relative to the power lines? 


Bottom line -- is it worth spending $159.95 + shipping and 
tax to create the opportunity to move above 162 countries 
on 30m, or save the money and be stuck at 162? 

I'll really appreciate the feedback --hopefully, a little 
thread discussing theory and results will emerge from 


my problem!

Ade, 


All the marketing hype and pseudo-science aside, the 1026 will probably 
perform at least as well, if not perhaps better (since it is newer) than my 
JPS ANC-4 Noise Canceller. 


All these units work on the notion of capturing a sample of the "noise" or 
offending signal on a sense antenna and using that signal output to cancel 
the same signal present on the regular station antenna. 


So, clearly, the entire scheme is based upon capturing that elusive "noise" 
on one antenna while *not capturing* any apprecirable signal on that same 
antenna. 


Assuming that the ANC-4 and the 1026 have comparable balance and null 
circuits - some claim the 1026 is superior in this area - then the degree 
of noise suppression that you perceive is almost solely a function of what 
kind of noise sense antenna you use, where it is located, polarized, etc. 


I have ended up with a short 2 £t end-fed whip mounted neat the power 
entrance to the house with a run of TV coax from there to the shack and the 
ANC-4. 


Results: 


On some bands and at some times, I can achieve very good noise reduction on 
line noise. On other bands and at other times, the unit seems to be 


ineffective. I suspect that anyone would have similar results with these 
units. 


Some have said that they are very effective in removing highly localized 
noise sources, such as computers, applicances, etc. I suspect this is true, 
but again the whole secret is in that sense antenna that sees noise but is 
relatively blind to signal. 


Unlike the ANC-4, the 1026 evidently has capabilities for using the regular 
station antenna and the sense antenna as a phased pair for signal 
enhancement purposes. This probably works as well as any such remote 
combiner. I have found that the ANC-4 sense antenna makes quite a good 
"active antenna" for signal purposes, even though the unit comtains no 
amplifiers. 


I think that is a critical factor in choosing one of these units: nothing 
in the signal path that can overload or distort and thereby compromise the 
large-signal handling capability of the attached receiver.

All iambic keyers send alternating DOT-DASHes when BOTH paddles are held 
closed simultaneously. 


In Mode A, if BOTH paddles are released as a DOT is being sent, the DOT 
is completed, then keying stops. 


In Mode B, if BOTH paddles are released as a DOT is being sent, the DOT 
is completed, THEN A DASH IS ALSO AUTOMATICALLY SENT, then keying stops. 


In Mode A, if BOTH paddles are released as a DASH is being sent, the 
DASH is completed, then keying stops. 


In Mode B, if BOTH paddles are released as a DASH is being sent, the 
DASH is completed, THEN A DOT IS ALSO AUTOMATICALLY SENT, then keying 
stops. 


The mode that a person likes seems to be entirely determined by personal 
preference only.

I found my diagram of the WA6MMA SLV. 

There is a small eyelet on the end of the Cabala's fishing pole. You could 
tie the end of the radiating element to it with a piece of string, and hook 
to the eyelet on the SLV coil with an alligator clip on the other end of the 
radiating element. 

My problem is trying to figure out the PVC sizes and adapters used in the 
base. Clearly the coil is 1.25" OD PVC and since it slips over the 2nd 
section, I assume the 2nd section is 1"PVC; however, that section connects 
(slips into implying a 1"-1.25" reducer again?)to a first section... 

Working up from the bottom, it looks like a 125" Dowel is press fit into a 
1.25-1" PVC reducer making the lowest section 1" PVC again, but I can't tell 
what happens after that... 

Any ideas?

I called wa5djj on the telephone and said get your 817 fired up on 
144.2 MHz USB and give me a call. Pretty soon he was there and we chatted 
awhile and said lets go to 443.2 so we went there. Fooled around and 
decided our 2 radio's were different by 150 Hz on 432 MHz. That is better 
than 4 parts/million but shows if your into UHF work you might want to buy 
the optional stable crystal oscillator board for I think $60.00. 


Thinking along these lines, the guys who are moon bouncing on 1294 
MHz could use this radio as the basis for driving the 1294 converter. The 
reciever has I suspect a poor noise figure, but the 1294 converter can 
drive it with a 12+ DB signal and the system will have the converter noise 
figure. 


They have with DSP signal processing been able to bounce off the 
moon with QRP 5 watts!! When I first knew about moon bounce it took giant 
2 meter antennas and 1500 watts. Now at 1294 you can do it with 5 watts. 


I would have killed for the VHF/UHF capability of the 817 just 15 
years ago. Now the 817 does it running from a wall wort 12 volt supply.

Sometimes it works well to slit it horizontally. I hold the wire down with 
the end facing me, stab it with a sharp hobby knife 1/8" back, or however 
far back I want to strip it, then pull the knife towards me to split it. If 
the wire is stranded, I usually then stick the end of my soldering iron in 
and tin it to hold all the strands together, then the insulation can be 
folded back and cut off with wire cutters.
